WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—Germany’s 

latest note on the sinking of the Amer- 
ican sailing ship William P. Frye, pub- 
lished today by the State Department, 
discloses an important diplomatic vic- 
tory for the United States. 
«Germany accepts the proposal to fix 
damages by commission and to let The 
Hague pass upon disputed treaty rights 
She also gives assurances 
that no more American ships carrying 
conditional contraband will be destroyed 
under any circumstances.

HE ARRAIGNS'- PACIFISTS 


Persons Trying to Prevent Ship- 
ment of Munitions “Serving 
Devil and Not Lord.” 


NEW YORK, Sept. 23.—Ex-President 
Roosevelt, in an article in the October 
Metropolitan Magazine, out today, as- 
sails those persons who are trying io 
prevent the shipment of munitions to 
the allies as those who are “serving the 
devil and not the Lord.” He declares 
the hyphenated American, who is dis- 
loyal to the American part of his cog- 
nomen, should be in Germany in the, 
trenches, and the sooner he “goes thith- 


er the better it will be for everything 
decent in American citizenship.” 

Excerpts from his article follow: 

“As for the persons who base their ac: 
tions upon greed in such a crisis as 
this, little needs to be sald. The beef 
baron or the representative of the cot- 
ton interests whv wishes to ignore the 
butchery of our women and children, 
and the sinking of our ships, by German 
submarines, and to take sides against 
the allies so that he may make money 
by the sale of cotton and beef, is faith- 
less to every consideration of honor and 
decency. It is entirely fitting that the 
sheer materialist should in such an issue 
stand shoulder to shoulder with the pro- 
fessional pacifist, the peace-at-any-price 
man, and with his sinister brother, the 
hyphenated American. These men by 
their actions seek to condcne the mur- 
der of American men, women and chil- 
dren and the trampling of Belgium into 
bloody mire. They are false to the 
cause of humanity. They come peril- 
ously near beit® treasonable to this 
country. It is hard to decide which is 
the most abiect quality; the greed of 
the mere materialist or the short-sight- 
ed cowardice of the professional pacifist. 
As for the Ryphenated American, he. en-, 
deavors to serve hia foreign Fatherland 
without exposing his own wretched car- 
case to the danger which would come 
to him if he served in the trenches be- 
side his fellow-countrymen who have 
stayed at home~—and who at least pre- 
tend to no divided allegiance. 


Duty Imposed on U. S. 

“Tf no duty had been expressly imposed 
upon the United States in this matter 
(the German invasion of Belgium), § e 
ought nevertheless to have acted in ac- 
cordance with the generous instincts of 
humanity. But as a matter of fact such 
a duty was expressly imposed upon us 
by the Hague conventiens. The conven- 
tion signed at the Hague Oct 158, 1907, 
begins by saying that “His Majesty the 
German Emperor, King of Prussia,’’ and 
the other signatory Powers, including 
France, Belgium, Russia and the Unitea 
States, have resolved to conclude a con- 
vention laying down clearly the rights; 
and duties of neutral Powers in 
of war on land. Artisle 1 runs: 


“‘The territory of neutral Powers .s 
inviolable.’ Article 5 states that a neutral 
Power ‘must not allow belligerents te 
move troops across its territory.’ Articte 
10 states that ‘the fact of a neutral 
Power resisting even by force attempts 
to violate its neutrality cannot be re- 
garded as a hostile act, Article 7 state 
that ‘a neutral Power is not called 
to prevent the export or transport on 
behalf of one or other of the belligerents 
of arms, munitions of war or in general 
ef anything which could be of use to an 
army or a fleet.’ 


Ratified by United States. 

‘This convention was ratified by Bel- 
gium on Aug. 8, 1910; by France on Oct. 
7. 1910; by Germany, the United States 
and Russia on Nov. 27, 1909. It has been 
alleged by individuals anxious to excuse 
us for failure to act in accordance with 
wur duty under this convention that 
article 20 recites: “The pmpvisions of the 
present convention do not apply excep‘ 
between contracting Powers, and then 
only if all the belligerents are parties 
to the convention.’ In the first place, 
this objection would be merely technical, 
even if in some other area of the war 
a belligerent who was not a party tc 
the convention was concerned; for, of 
course, the convention must be construed 
with cOmmon sense. But even if it is 
construed in the most technical’ manner, 
it applies to the action taken by Ger- 
many in Belgium. This action was taxen 
on Aug. 34 and 4th, 1914. Germany was 
tnen at war only with France and Rus- 
sia, both of whom were signatories to 
‘this convention. Belgium was a signa 
tory. The United States was a signa- 
tory. Germany was not a war at that 
tame with Servia or Montenegro or En- 
gland; nor was Austria at war with 
Belgium When Germany violted The 
Hague convention to which we were one 
of the signatory Powers all of the bel- 
ligerents in the case were signers of 
The Hague convention. The case is 
technically no less than morally com 
plete.

Has Interview With Miner. 

Before leaving Trinidad, Rockefeller 
had an interview with Joe Rizzi, an 
Italian coal miner and former striker, 
who had come here to thank the oil 
magnate for the $100,000 given by the 
Rockefeller Foundation for the Relief 
of Unemployed Men after the _ strike 
was called off. 

Rizzi is the miner whose telegram to 
Rockefeller last spring, appealing for 
aid for the destitute wives and children 
of former strikers, led directly to the 
foundation contribution and the institu- 
tion of an extensive system of road im- 
provements, by which several hundred 
men were given employment. 

Hears School Girl on Finance. 

Rockefeller’s keen interest in the 
workings of the mines, the home life 
and surroundings of the employes is un- 
diminished. Aside from the close asso- 
ciation and discussions with miners of 
the camps, and their wives in 
humble homes, Rockefeller 
visited the public school at  Sophris. 
Here Blanche McArthur, 12 years old, 
the daughter of a coal digger, recited 
to the Standard Oil magnate the rudi- 
ments of high finance, as learned by the 
pupils in their operation of a supply 
store and a pupils’ bank. 

At Morley, last evening, Rockefeller 
visited the common bath house and 
came upon a group of miners just from 
the mines, in various stages of 
and undress. 


Lawson Makes Criticism. 
John R. Lawson, labor leader, whose 


imprisonment here on a murder charge 
harks back to the industrial strife of a 
year ago, talked about the Rockefeller 
visit. 

“I believe Mr. Rockefeller is_ sin- 
cere,”” he said. “His efforts probably 
will result in some betterment, which I 
hope may prove permanent. However, 
Mr. Rockefeller has missed the funda- 
mental trouble in the coal camps. He 
is not restoring democracy; he is try- 
ing to substitute paternalism.’

ROCKEFELLER SAYS {WHAT AUSTRIA 


ST. LOUIS CONSUL 
WROTE 10 DUMIBA 


Report of Dr. John Schwegel 
Referred to in Ambassador’s 
Letter to Foreign Minister. 


“USELESS TO AGITATE” 


President’s Letter to Austria Set- 
tled Arms Exports Question, 
Dr. Schwegel Declared. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and the New York World. 
LONDON, Sept. 23.—The report for- 
warded by Dr. John Schwegel, 
in St. Louis, to 
Ambassador Dumba, to which the Am- 
bassador inade a reference in his inter- 
cepted report to the 
Office, taken from J. F. J. Archibald 
by the British authorities, has been 
made public. It was in the correspond- 
ence laid before Parliament Tuesday. 
Dr. Dumba’s reference to Schwegel’s 
report followed directly upon the pas- 
sage in which the Ambassador wrote 
of the “self-willed temperament’ of 

President .Vilson. 

“In this matter,” Dr. Dumba added, 
“T agree entirely with the view ex- 
pressed by Consul Schwegel in a report 
ettached. The President has breton all 
bridges behind him.” 

Consul’s Letter to Dumba. 

The Schwegel report is as follows: 

“Inclosure in No. 10. 

“Imperial ,.Roval Austro-Hungarian 
Consulate, St. Louis, Mo., Aug. ll, 
1915. 

“Subject: Violations of Neutrality. 

“To His Excellency, Dr. Dumba, 
Lenox, Mass.: 

“The question of the possible pro- 
hibition of the export of munitions 
of war as a method of bringing pres- 
fure to bear on England, and caus- 
ing her to give up her interferences 
with American trade, has been defi- 
nitely settled by answer to the pres- 
ent Austro-Hungarian note, just ad- 
dressed to Vienna. 

“President Wilson will not hear of 
Congress laying an embargo, for tHe 
reason, as he clearly explains, that to 
do so would be unneutral. The reéult 
of this is to stultify all attempts at agi- 
tations, based on embargo. This is a 
matter entirely in President Wilson’s 
hands. It is, of course, always possible 
that, despite the President’s declara- 
tions, a resolution might be laid before 
Congress contemplating the prohibition 
of export of munitions as a measure of 
reprisal against England for her illegal 
seizure of American ships; but we 
should indulge in no illusions as to the 
success likely to attend such an enter- 
prise. 

Couldn’t Pass Over Veto. 

‘In the House of Representatives, 
when next they meet, the state parties 
will no doubt be such that President 
Wilson will have to reckon with strong 
opposition, and though Democrats might 
vote with Republicans to pass a meas- 
ure of embargo, in the Senate this meas- 
ure would in all probability be wrecked: 
and in any case there would not be 
forthcoming in either house thé two- 
thirds majority necessary to put the 
resolution, once passed, into force 
against the President’s veto. 

“Tt follows that the delivery to tha 
allies of arms, munitions and other ma- 
terials of war will continue undisturbed. 
This should be considered as absolutely 
certain and a continuance of the fight 
against the export cf munitions can 
therefore have no practical results. 

‘ Nevertheless it is inadvisable to give 
up this agitation or allow the fact that 
there exists a friendly prejudice in fa- 
vor of the allied Governments tv slip 
out of sight, or to be forgotten. 

“An agitation should also be set on 
foot io introduce the total separation of 
passenger traffic from the transport of 
munitions. This is a point which if

“With regard to the further ques- 
tion of English restriction of trade be-

this country, there was a meeting held 
in St. Louis, on the premises of the Man- 
ufacturers’ League.

She also took an interest in the 
French camp. The soldiers were sent 
home by the Swiss from time to time, 
an equal number being released for each 
side. But the refugees, particularly the 
Belgians, were people without a coun- 
try and had to remain. 

Miss McNair was due to return home 
last summer, after the close of school, 
but she wrote her father, begging per- 
mission to remain and continue her 
work for the refugees. He cabled his 
permission, and during vacation she 
gave her whole time to relief work.

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SAFE CONDUCT FOR 
DUMBA WAITS ON 
REPLY OF AUSTRIA 


Ambassador Says He Has Been 
Recalled on Leave and Wants 
to Sail on Sept. 28. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—Action by 
the American Government on the re- 
quest of Dr. Constantin Dumba, Austra. 
Hungarian Ambassador, here, that he 
be given safe conduct to Vienna, will 
be taken, it became known officially to- 
day, when the Vienna Government shall 
have replied to the request that the dip- 
lomat be recalled. 

The Ambassador’s withdrawal was 
asked for as a result of a letter he 
wrote to his Foreign Minister, outlining 
plans for disturbances in American mu. 
nition plants. A reply from Vienna is 
expected within a few days. 

In requesting safe conduct, Dr. Dum- 
ba notified the State Department that 
his Government had recalled him home 
on leave, adding that he planned to sail 
Sept. 28. 

Pending the receipt of the Austro- 

Hungarian reply, however, the question 
whether the Washington Government 
will be satisfied if Vienna carries out 
Dr. Dumba’s request and gives notice 
that he is to be withdrawn ‘on leave’ 
will not be determined. 
The Dumba case was one of the ques- 
tions discussed at a conference last 
night between President Wilson and 
Acting Secretary of State Polk. 

The President had not. decided early 
today what action, if any, to take, re- 
garding Austro-Hungarian and German 
officials involved in the Dumba inci- 
dent, including among others Capt 
Franz von Papen, German military at 
tache here, and Alexander Nuber vor 
Bereked, Austro-Hungarian Consul-Gen- 
eral in New York. 


NOT INVOLVED, 
BERNSTORFF SAYS 


German Ambassadér Declares 
He Will See to It That No One 
Ever Gets Anything on Him. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 23.—Count von 
Bernstorff, the German Ambassador® 
who has returned to the Ritz-Cariton 
after a three-day absence, declared that 
no matter what efforts might be made 
to involve him in the Archibald affair, 
he had done nothing that was not per- 
fectly legitimate. 

The Ambassador added that he “had 
seen to it, and would see to it, that no 
one ever got anything on him that could 


compromise him in any way."’ Hts part

He laughed at the intimation that he 
had given Archibald a gold-headed cane 
containing secret documents which the 
correspondent, seeing he was in danger.

it was said. He was quoted as saying 
that he hadn’t thought the Englisn Gov- 
ernment would dare to publish :r. 

It was said the Ambassador had in- 
timated that he would be giad to -e- 
peat with added emphasis at any time 
one sentence on this subject contained 
in his letter to Secretary Lansing. This 
sentence is: “I doubt that the world 
has ever seen a press campaign or sea- 
cret service that can compare in ex 
tent, influence and efficiency with that 
our enemies carry on in this country.” 

The Ambassador is said to have read 
this sentence over with great satisfac- 
tion and to have added: “How can the 
English complain of our ‘activities’ in 
this country when they have a Pinker- 
ton agent dodging the heels of every 
German official on this side?’ 

As for Herr von Papen’s letter to hi* 
wife, in which the attache was reported 
to have spoken of Americans as ‘“‘these 
idiotic Yankees,” the German Ambassa- 
dor was said to have been greatly 
amused at the phrase and to have de- 
clared: “I certainly never saw that 
letter before.

manufacturing arms and supplier, be- 
cause, of éourse, if this were once sub- 
stantially accomplished, the rest of the 
world would be completely helpless be- 
fore Germany; and Germany has made 
it evident that she knows no such ‘hings 
as international morality and looks upon 
all other nations, including the United 
States, merely as possible prey. The 
Americans who are now striving to pre- 
vent the sale of munitions of war t» 
the countries endeavoring to secure the 
redress of Belgium's wrongs, that is. 
the allied Powers, are playing the games 
of a ruthlessly militaristic and anti- 
American Germany: against their own 
country as well as against the interests 
of humanity at large. They are pro. 
foundly unpatriotic from the standpoint 
of the interests of the United States 
They are committing the gravest pos- 
sible offense against the cause of inter- 
national right and of the interests of 
humanity. 

“It was Germany which for decades 
supplied Turkey with the means of 
keeping the Christians of the Huropean 
und Asiatic provinces in a state of 
dreadful subjection. It was’ “ermany 
which established the artillery in the 
Reigian torts—and, as one of the men 
engaged in the work informed a friend 
of mine, the German War Office was 
then furnished with blue-prints of what 
hed been done and of the neighboring 
geography so as to enable the Germazr, 
armies to take the forts with the least 
tussible delay and damage. #ssen has 
been the center of military suoplies to 
belligerents and has exported on an 
enormous scale to belligerents in ali 
traffic even in the late Balkan wars. 

Treachery to America, 

“Germany has consistently followed 
this course, even when one of the be- 
lligerents alone had access to her mar- 
kets and the cther, with which ehe was 
nominally im sympathy, had ‘o such 
access. This was shown in the Boer 
War. Among the supplies furnished by 
Germany to Great Britain ior use 
against the Boers were 108 15-pounder 
quick-firing guns and 54,000 rounds of 
ammunition tor them; 66,000 Sundred- 
weight of swords, cutlasses, +ayonets 
and arms’ ammunition and 1,.00,500 of 
metal cartridge cases other than small- 
arms’ ammunition; and some 27,00 hun- 
dredweight of cordite, gunpowder, dyna- 
mite and the like. In short, Germany 
has thriven enormously on the sate of 
arms to belligerents when she was a 
neutrals she insisted that such sale be 
sanctioned by the Hague Conventions; 
she, so far as possible, desires to pre- 
vent other nations from manufacturing 
arms; and if she is successful in this 
etfort she will have taken anoth+:r stride 
to world dcminion. The professionali 
pacifist, hyphenated Americans, and 
heef and cotton Arftricans: in short, 
all the representatives of American mol.

American merchantmen which have 
loaded conditional contraband even 
wher. the conditions of international law 
are present but to permit them to con- 
tinue their voyage unhindered if it is 
not possible to take them into port.

BERLIN, via The Hague, Sept. 20.—In short, terse, staccato-like sen- 
tences, Lieutenant-Commander Mathy told the story of the attack. 
“As the sun sank in the west we were still a considerable distance 
out over the North Sea. Below it was rapidly getting dark, but it was still 


light up where we were. 


“Off to one side:another Zeppelin in gray war paint, like that of my 
craft, was visible in the waning light against the clear sky, gliding ma- 


jestically through the air. 
“A low muiust-like fog hung over 
gland was. The stars came out. 


It grew colder.

We took another pull 


et our thermos bottles and ate something. 


“As we neared the coast I set the ele- 
vating planes to go still higher, in order 
that our motors might not disclose our 
presence too soon. I cannot tell you the 
exact time or place we crossed the coast 
line, as that might be of advantage to 
the enemy. Men went to the guns in- 
tended to fight off flyers should we be 
attacked, and others each to his post. 

“My Lieutenant took his place at the 
‘firing apparatus’ which released the 
bombs and controls the speed or rapidity 
with which they are dropped, according 
to my orders from the bridge or front 
gondola. 


Night Cold and Clear: No Moon. 
“Tuck was with us. It was a cold, 


clear, starlit night, with no moon—one 
‘of those nights when the distances of ob- 
jects, in looking toward the sky, are i- 
lusive, and ft is difficult to get the 
range on a rapidly moving object, while 
our instruments tell Us exactiy how high 
we are. 

“The mist disappeared. Off in the 
distance we can see the Thames 
River, which points the way to Lon- 
don. It is an indestructible guide 
post and a sure road to the great 
city. The English can darken London 
as much as they want; they can nev- 
e> eraditate or cover up the Thames. 
it is our great orientation point, 
from which we can always get our 


bearings and pick up any point in 
London we desire. 


“That doesn’t mean that we always 
‘come up along the Thames, by any 
means. London is darkened, but suffi- 
ciently lighted on this night so that I 
saw the reflected glow on the sky 60 
kilometers (37 miles) away shortly before 
10 o'clock. 

“We headed straight for the glow tn 
the sky, and then for a point on the 
Thames to get our bearings for our ob- 
jective of attack. Soon the city was out- 
lined still and silent below in the dis- 
tance. There were dark spots whicn 
stood out from the blue lights in the 
well-lit portions. The residence sections 
are not much darkened. It was the dark 
spots I was after, and bore down on 
fhem, as they marked the downtown 
city. 

“A large city seen at night from a 
Sreat height is fairly like a picture. We 
were too high to see the human beings 
in the streets below. There was no sign 
of life, except in the distance—the move- 
ment and the light of what were prob- 
gbly ‘railroad trains. All seems very 
quiet, no noises ascend from below that 
penetrate the sputtering motors and 
whirring propellers. 


Searchlights Flash. 
“As if in the twinkling of an eye all 


this changes. A. sudden flash—a narrow 
band of brilliant light reaches out from 
below and begins to feel around the sky 
—a second—third—fourth—tifth—soon 
_ more than a score of criss-crossing rib- 
' Dons ascénd. | 
“From the Zeppelin it looks as if the 
city had suddenly come to life and was 
‘waving its arms around the sky, send. 
ing out feelers for the danger that

‘London keeps good watch on the sky. 
‘yur motors and propellers soon revealed 
eur presence. First one, then another 
and another of these ribbons shooting 
‘out from the glaring eye-like search- 
wighte picks us up. 

Now, from below, comes an ominous 
sound that penetrates the noise of the 
motors and propellers. There are lit. 
tle red flashes and short bursts of fire 
against the black background. From 
the north, from the south, from the 
right, from the left they appear, and 
following the flashes rolls up from be- 
low the sound of guns.

our work, for at any moment we may 
be plunged below in a shapeless mass 
of wreckage and human bodies dashed 
unrecognizable. You saw it at Johan- 
nisthai two years ago. 

“I had so little time to register im- 
pressions that I have to think back 
now to give you a descriptive word pic- 
ture of the scene. When the first 
searchlight picks you up and you see 
the first flash of guns from below, 
your nerves get a little shock; but then 
you steady down and put your mind on 
what you are there for. 

“I picked up St. Paul's, and, with 
that as a point of orientation, laid a 
eourse for the Bank of England. There 
was a big searchlight in the immediate 
vicinity of St. Paul's, and the English 
hac placed a battery of guns under 
cover of that church, as I could plain- 
ly see from the flashes as they belched 
shrapnel at us. 

“Perhaps, from the military stand- 
point, I would, under the circumstances, 
have been justified in dropping bombs 
on the battery, which was very near 
St. Paul's; but I had neither desire nor 
intention to do so, for fear of possibly 
damaging the church. However, I don’t 
think the English should use churches, 
museums and similar buildings as cover 
er pretection for their guns. 

“Although we had been fired upon 
from all sides, we had not yet dropped 
a bomb. Above the Bank of England, 
nowever, I shouted through the speak- 
ing tube connecting me with my lieu- 
tenant at the firing apparatus: ‘Fire 
sicwly.’ 

Burst of Flames From Bombs. 

“Now, mingling with the dim thun- 
der but vivid echo of the guns below, 
came explosions and bursts of flames 
of our bombs. With my mind solely 
concentrated on picking out the places 
previously on the program for attack 
as being factors of military vantage, 
bearing on the preparation, concentra- 
tion and transportation of troops, or of 
other military use, and on steering the 
Zeppelin and directing the firing, the 
comparatively short time above London 
appeared much longer than it actually 
was. 

“Tf soon observed Mames bursting forth 
in several places. Over Holborn viaduct 
and the vicinity of Holborn station we 
dropped several bombs. From the Bank 
of England to the Tower is a short dis- 
tance. I tried to hit the bridge and I 
believe I was successful, to what extent 
of damage I could not determine. 

“Flashes from the tower showed that 
the guns placed here, which I had al- 
ready observed on a previous attack, 
were keeping up a liva@ly fire. Maneu- 
vering and arriving directly over Liver- 
pool station I shouted ‘Rapid fire!’ 
through the tube and the bombs rained 
down. 

“There was a succession of detonations 
and bursts of fire, and I could see that 
we had hit well, and apparently.caused 
great damage, which has been confirmed 
by reliable reports we have since re- 
ceived. Flames burst forth in several 
places. 

“Having dropped all the 
turned for a dash for home. 
had béen carried out, and carried, out 
quickly. Despite the bombardment of 
the sky, we had not been hit. Several 
times I leaned out and looked up and 
back at the dark outlines of my ceppe- 
lin, but she had no hole in her gray 
sides.

“How long were you over London?’

He often referred to new instruments 

and apparatus in use fér navigation, 
finding and measuring objects below, 
and the control .of Siropping bombs, 
which gives me the impression that 
there had been much research, experi- 
menting and considerable progress along 
those lines in reeent months. 
There are a number of interesting 
facts in connection with the Zeppelins 
which, for obvious reasons, I cannot 
include in this story; among others, the 
number of hours it now takes to make 
the dash to London and return. There 
is good reason for assuming that the 
latest Zeppelins have many tmprove- 
ments, that they are much faster, can 
carry more and go higher than formerly. 
Count Zeppelin told me in February that 
these were three things he was working 
on. 

Asked from what height he attacked 
London on the last raid, the Zeppelin 
commander replied: 

Refuses to Give Altitude. 

“Sorry, but I don’t want you to give 
the English their range. They are do- 
ing well enough as it is, and learning 
fast.” 

“Balfour said London was not a fortt- 
fied city, and that its defenses against 
aerial attack were poor,’’ I ventured. 
‘We know there are several forts and 
batteries around the city, outside, ana 
had he stood by my side a few nights 
ago and looked into those flashing guns 
all over he wouldn’t say London is noi 
a2 militarily defended city and perhaps 
would not think so poorly of its aerial 
defense.”’ 

“When I asked how many bombs he 
carried and their size, Mathy replied 
that, much as he would like to oblige me, 
that was a military question. 

‘“‘We carry two kinds—explosive bombs 
similar to sheils, and fire bombs for de- 
struction by fire. I cannot tell your 
their size, but they, have tremendous de- 
atructive force, as you probably could 
convince yourself if you could see around 
Liverpool station. The number we can 
carry depends largely on the distance we 
intend covering and the quantity of ben- 
zine for the motors it is necessary .v 
take.”’ 

Lieutenant-Commander Mathy intimat- 
ed that the new Zeppelins had consic- 
erably greater radius of action than co 
London and back. 

I asked the Zeppelin commander if h2 
ever had been attacked by aeroplanes 
in any of his raids to England. 

“I have never experienced a fight with 
aeroplanes,” he replied. ‘In fact, I 
have never been bothered by them. The 
men are always at my guns watching 
for them, but so far none have attempt- 
ea an attack. We are pretty well pre- 
pared for them,”’ he remarked signifi 
cantly. “I am not afraid of them and 
1 think we could make it interesting 
and take care of them, unless, perhaps, 
there was a regular swarm. 

“So far as the aeroplane corps for 
the defense of London is concerned, it 
must be remembered that it takes some 
time for an aeroplane to screw itsel? 
up as high as we are and by the time 
it gets there we are gone. Then, too 
the great difficulty is for the aeroplane 
to land at night, while we can stay up 
all night and longer if need be.”’ 

From Denmark I had observed the 
Zeppelins out as far as Copenhageh, 
scouting for enemy ships. My impres- 
sion that they have been of. valuable 
service to the German navy as scouts 
was confined by some things Mathy 
said. 

“What could a fleet of 2% or more 
Zeppelins do in an attack on London?” 
was the parting question I asked the 
Commander. 

“If you mean an attack without 
consideration for anything or any- 
one, that would be terrible, awful. 
The Zepeplins then conld stay much 
higher than now, when we have to 
pick out certain points. Such a fleet 
probably could cause a thousand fires 
and would mean the destruction of a 
_Sreater part of London, but I don’t 
think there is any danger of that. 
We have no wish to destroy indis- 
criminately or to injure and kill 


women, children or other noncombat- 
ants.”

BERLIN, Sept. 22.—Some efforts, 1 un- 
derstand, have been made to get reli- 
able detailed reports on the extent of 
the Zeppelin destruction caused by Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Mathy’s attack on 
the downtown sections of London. 

The Commander's remarks to me that, 
as near as he could observe from his 
great height, the destruction was very 
wreat, exceeding anything in previous 
attacks on London, appears to be con- 
firmed by reports since received. Mathy 
said that when he turned homeward, al- 
ready some distance away, he could sec 
that the heavens were streaked by a 
reddish glare, showing big fires. 


Reports declared to be reliable have it 
that Liverpool station was almost a to- 
tal wreck, with a bomb hole in the vi- 
cinity of the large court that you could 
place two omnibuses in; that a large 
number of semaphore signal masts were 
lying across the tracks in the railroad 
yards.

Clauses have been inserted in 
‘COmtracts guaranteeing that the ship- 
‘™ents are for neutrals in neutral coun- 
tries, and provision also is made for 
jesisure if the conditions are violated.

Holiand-American and Scandinavian 
“lines, is operating so successfully that 
profits of the American companies have

CITY JOB FOR CARPENTER WHO 
KILLED MAN OPPOSED BY UNION 


Frederick D. Crave, Slated for Indus- 
trial School Cottage Head, Says 
It Was in Self-Defense. 

A protest against the appointment of 
Frederick D. Crane, a carpenter, of 4212 
Osage street, as a cottage head at the 
new Industrial School, was made yes- 
terday by J. W. Williams and E. Ruhle 
of the Carpenters’ District Council. The 
protest was based upon the fact that 
Crane killed Robert Wilson, a union 
carpenter, at Springfield, Mo., in a etrike 
two years ago. 

Crane, with his wife, finished second 


in the Efficiency Board examinations.- 


He said he was a member of the Proth- 
erhood: of Carpenters, a rival of the Car 
penters’ District Council, and that he 
lost his job on the Raitlway Exchange 
Building in St. Louis on account of trou- 
ble between the two organizatione. 

He said that he-and 2 other carpen- 
ters went to Springfield, where there 
was a strike, and that he obtained em- 
ployment there. He was warned to 
leave, but said he told the strikers his 
circumstances, and that he had a family 
to support. He said he was attacked 
in his room at a hotel one night by 16 
of the strikers, and that he killed Wil- 
son in self defense. Crane said he was 
now a member of the Independent Al- 
lied Trades Union. 

Chairman Rogers of the Efficiency 
Board said the complaint against Crane 
would be investigated.

DEEDS ENJOINED 


Court to Determine Whether 
Mrs. Mary Peitsch or Pastor 
Has First. Mortgage. 


A controversy between Mrs. Mary 
Peitsch and the Rev. Frederick Kiem- 
me of 1306 Madison street, pastor of 
St. Johannes’ Evangelical Church, over 


the legality of deeds of trust on the 
same property which they had bought 
from A. H. Frederick, was held up yes- 
terday when Circuit Judge Jones grant- 
ed a temporary injunction restraining 
the sale of real estate at 4517 Natural 
Bridge road, owned by Mr. and Mrs. 
Martin Kilburn, under Mrs. Peitsch’s 
deed of trust. 

Daniel O'Connell Tracy, trustee, in the 
Peitsch deed of trust, had advertised 
the property for sale. The Rev. Mr. 
Klemme asked for an injunction to pre- 
vent the sale, on the ground that he 
held the genuine deed of-trust against 
the property, and that Mrs. Peitsch’s 
deed of trust was not properly record- 
ed, and therefore not a lien. 

Mrs. Peitsch’s deed of trust was issued 
in the name of the Jesse Morris Realty 
Co., of which Frederick was president. 
Both deeds of trust were for $2500. The 
Rev. Mr. Klemme said he had known 
Frederick for many years, and that he 
bought the deed of trust in 1908, and did 
not know until recently that there was 
another outstanding deed of trust 
against the property. 

Mrs. Peitsch contends her deed of 
trust is the genuine. first lien, and that 
the minister’s deed of trust is the bogus 
one. The court will determine which is 
the first mortgage. Frederick is serving 
a 10 years’ sentence in the penitentiary 
upon a plea of guilty to forging deeds 
of trust. The claims growing’ out, of his 
traffic in fraudulent deeds total $114,000.

Agrees to Schedule Recom- 
mended by State Commission 
as an Experiment. 


From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 23.—Officials 
and attorneys for the Southwestern Tel- 
egraph and Telephone Co. (the Bell) of 
St. ‘Louis appeared before the Public 
Service Commission today and agreed 
to reduce their proposed schedule of 
rates in compliance with the commis- 
sion’s suggestions for a test period of 
one year, if the commission would sus- 
pend final judgment on their arplica- 
tion until they had been given that op- 
portunity to demonstrate that the com- 
mission had erred in ordering a reduc- 
tion of the first revised schedule filed by 

the company. 

The new schedule, which the company 
offers to put in effect, carries a re- 
duction’ in the annual rental of single 
line unlimited service telephones from 
$120 to $108. It also provides for increased 
service to small consumers for thze 
same money. The rate now in force for 
single line unlimited service, is $78 The 
commission held that the present rate !s 
too low to yield a fair return, but that 
the proposed rate of $120 was too high. 

In ar’ opinion rendered by the 
commission, {t was suggested that 
che company file an intermediate 
schedule. It also was suggested that 
the proposed rate would yield ap- 
proximately $50,000 a year more reve- 
nue than the company was entitled 
to receive on its investment, and de- 
clared the small consumers should 
be given more calls on the limited 
service contracts. 

Explains Company’s Offer. 

W. J. Hiss, general manager for the 
company, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that the rates which the company of- 
fered to file today comply with the sug- 
gestion of the commission. ® 

“We do not admit that the commis- 
sion’s decision in this matter was right 
and that we were wrong,” said Hiss, 
“put we are willing to put their sug- 
gestions into effect for one year and 
sacrifice the additional revenue to avoid 
further litigation and to convince the 
commission that we were right, if they 
will suspend final judgment in the mat- 
ter until we have offered the results 
of our test as an incontrovertible proof 
of our first position.

WHEN WILL ST. LOUIS AWAKEN? | 
The question at the head of this article, which 
the Post-Dispatch has repeated several times, is 
again emphasized by the speeches of Speaker 
Clark and Senator Ransdell at the Wednesday 
conferences of the Business Men’s League. 

Speaker Clark warned St. Louisans that unless 
the Mississippi and Missouri Rivers were used 
for commerce Congress would cease to appropri- 
ate money for their improvement. He told them 
that the only legitimate and effective argument 
for the continued improvement of a river is its 
use. 

What would happen to St. Louis if the Missis- 
sippi and its tributaries were finally abandoned as 
actual and potential channels of transportation? 
Let us imagine that Congress ceased all work on 
and interest in the rivers; and that all thought of 
their present and future utilization for transporta- 
tion purposes was abandoned—what would be- 
come of St. Louis? What would the railroad rates 
be? What would be the chances for competition 
with other cities, particularly those with utilized 
waterways? 

Speaker Clark presented significant figures on 
the growth of population and wealth in states 
having the advantage of used waterways as com- 
pared with states without waterways in use for 
commercial transportation. He showed that not 
one state in the Mississippi Valley, except Illinois, 
with Chicago on the lake, gained a single repre- 


based on the 1910 census. There was no gain in 
the nine great central states of the Mississippi 
Valley. All of the 44 additional representatives 
were gained by states on ocean, lake or used wa- 
terways connected with the ocean. 

What stronger proof of the value of waterways 
or better argument for the use of those we have. 

As Speaker Clark said, St.Louis was made the 
metropolis of the valley by the Mississippi River.

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THE CHILDREN’S CODE COMMISSION. 

No more important body has ever been created 
in this State than the Missouri Children’s Code 
Commission, whose duty it will be to present to 
the next Legislature a new and complete code of 
laws providittg for the welfare of the children. 

The personnel of the commission is, in the 
main, satisfactory. The Governor, however, failed 
to include in it representatives of the public and 
other schools, with the exception of State Super- 
intendent Gass, the idea in making the appoint- 
ments appearing to be that the laws to: be codi- 
fied are for the good of delinquent, destitute and 
neglected children only. 

It will be the commission’s duty to investigate 
child welfare laws in the other states and embody 
any features they find that will improve our laws. 
There is great need of such improvement. 

One idea to be kept in mind by the commi¢gbion 
is that, in the new code, everything that even 
tacitly suggests that unfortunate or neglected 
children are criminals must be avoided. In our 
present law providing for parental schools, for 
example, such schools are styled places of deten- 
tion, and the expenses are to be paid out of dram- 
shop fees.

GERMANS NEARING 
CENTRAL RUSSIA, 
EMPIRE'S CRADLE 


Muscovites Have Impressed 
Their Characteristics and Am- 
bitions on Nation. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—‘Central , 
Russia, which lies just before the ad- 
vancing German lines, was the cradle 
of the empire, the seat of the Great 
Russiahs, and it is today the heart of 
the greatest State, where are the larg- 
est cities of the Slavs and the historic 
places dearest to the patriots devoted 
to pan-Slavism,”’ begins the war primer 
just issued by the National Geographic 


Society, which deals with the charac- 
teristics and the people of the rich, im- 
memorial Slavonian homeland, that the 
Russians are desperately preparing to 
defend. 

“Notwithstanding Kiev’s claim to rec- 
ognition as the ‘mother of Russian 
cities,’ it is to the story of the sturdy 
Great Russian stock that one must turn 
to learn the details of the empire's 
building. The Muscovite, or Great Rus- 
sian, freed the land from the Tartar 
yoke; subdued many neighbori na- 
tions; and, as a good colonizer, , heat 
the length and breadth of his posses- 
sions with his stock. 

‘Russian history, from the fourteenth 
century, centers around ‘white-stoned’ 
Moscow, and from this center successive 
swarms of colonists and pioneers have 
sought homes in the Northern forests, 
in the fertile southlands, and in far Si- 
beria. Prolific, persevering, patient, 
persistent in their type, and with as- 
tounding reserves of recuperative 
power, the Muscovites have impressed 
their Government, their faith, their lan- 
Kuage and their ambitions on the na- 
tion, and they, alone of the Slavonians, 
nave created an enduring world power. 

Carries Great Russia With Him. 

“Today the Great Russians number 
far more than the White and Little 
Russians combined, and the Muscovite 
pioneer carries-Great Russia with him 
wherever he goes. The original of the 
Great Russian is found in the basin of 
the River Oka, which joins the Volga 
at Nishni Novogorod. Here is the most 
developed’ and most populous district 
in all the empire. 

“Central Russia is a vast plain, op- 

pressive in its horizons, its sameness of 
coloring, and in the monotony of its 
life. It is crossed by great, sluggish 
rivers, with red banks. Its fields reach 
to the horizon lines, unfenced, vivid 
green in spring, graying-brown in sum- 
mer and unbroken white in winter. Its 
forests are of birch and pine. Its vil- 
lages are all alike, and all the houses 
in a village are alike.” 
*“A village is a straight, abominable 
street, two rows of houses; a white 
orthodox church and a signpost, with 
the name of the place and its number 
of ‘souls.’ In the street are pigs, geese, 
garbage and fair-haired children. The 
huts are simple, and are filled to one- 
fourth their area by monster white 
stoves, the first aids to Russian life, in 
whose ovens the peasants bake and take 
steam baths, and upon whose upper sur- 
faces they sleep in winter.

“Although an important manufacture 
has grown up in Central Russian cities, 
as in Moscow and Tver, the great Rus- 
sians are still primarily an agricultural 
people. The first choice of -the Slav 
is the working of the land. In summer, 
he and his family work bafefoot in the 
fields; in winter, he banks his hut with 
earth halfway to the windows, hermet- 
ically seals it, and passes an idle, suffo- 
cating season in company with his 
stove, his cattle and his fowls. There is 
little wonder that his home is general- 
ly insect-ridden. 

Tendency to Be Dishonest. 

“The peasants ‘are capable of tremen- 
dous energy, though, in the rule, they 
do not over rate time’s value. They 
have many delightful virtues, but 
coupled with a grave tendency to be dis- 
honest. ‘Everybody steals,’ according 
to a candid and reckless proverb of 
their minting, ‘except Christ, and He 
would if His hands were not nailed <o 
the cross.’ In this connection it is only 
fair to note that the peasant regards it 
almost a righteous thing to ‘convey’ 
from the state or from an owner of the 
upper classes. 

“The peasants possess an infinite ap. 
petite for receiving, though thankful- 
ness is not a besetting sin among them. 
They are tolerant, hospitable and 
shrewdly practical, and, on the other 


hand, they are heedless of the modest'!: 


claims of truth and very improvident.. 
They have a proverb, ‘Beat your wife 
like your fur, but love her like your 
soul.’ However, Great Russian home 
life runs a more untroubled course, 
probably, than in many lands more ut- 
terly satisfied with their degree of civ- 
llization. When not drunk, the peasant 
is generally mild, peaceful and well- 
wishing. When under the inspiration of 
vodka, he often falls into fearful pas- 
sions, becoming elemental and danger- 
ous. It is upon these peasants of Great 
Russia that a large part of the duty of 
defending the fatherland must fall.”

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NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—Miller Reese 
Hutchinson, personal representative of 
Thomas A. Edison, gave exclusively to; 
the Post-Dispatch and the New York 
World a description of an official Gov- 
ernment test at the New York Navy 
Yard which, Hutchinson said, proved 
beyon@ a shadow of a doubt that a 
storage battery for submarines had been 
evolved which under no conditions can 
breed death-dealing chlorine gas, the 
1rost dreaded of undersea sailor's foes. 

‘For these tests,’’ Hutchinson said, 
‘Capt. Georgsa FE. Burd, industrial man- 
ager of the navy yard, sent a tug far 
out tu sea to get pure sea water in iron 
drums that never had been used before. 
“I had prevared 100 miniature cells 
and these wers placed in a tank holding 
the pure sea water. The'tank was her- 
metically sealed, except for a little pipe. 
With the Government officers we waited 
half an hour and then applied the most 
sensitive tests known to chemistry to 
There wasn’t tho 
slightest trace. 

Same Result Obtained Again. 
“We waitec another short period of 
time and then tried the tests again. 
They still were negative. It was proved 
absolutely that the new submarine bat- 
tery will not produce chlorine gas. The 
vfficers who were present with Burd 
will make an official report to Wash- 
ington.” 

Hutchinson said the new battery was 
inade of iren, nickel and potash, :n- 
stead of lead and sulphuric acid. The 
containing vessel is of steel, not hard 
rubber. 

“The new battery had its ‘veitaiee” 
Hutchinson continued, “when our Lie - 
tenants in the submarine service were 
so deeply impressed with the danger 
from chlorine gas that they called on 
Mr. Edison in June, 1910, at their own 
expense, and asked him to try per- 
sonally to develop a battery free of that 
danger. 

“For two years Mr. Edison put most 
of his time and a great deal of money 
into the task and in 1912 evolved the cell 
he was after. As a matter of fact it 
was good then, but Mr. Edison becomes 
pessimistic after he has a task com- 
pleted. So he started right out to find 
the weak points and in June, 1914, he 
decided he had remedied every flaw. 

Tests on Pitching Platform. 

“At that time the New -York navy 
yard had rigged up a platform which 
rolled and pitched just like a subma- 
rine, listing to an angle of from 4 to 
60 degrees. And for 10 minutes a day 
it was fixed so that it bumped like this.” 
Hutchinson hit the reporter’s knee « 
resounding thump with his fist. ‘‘Well, 
all the manufacturers were invited to 
send cells to be placed on this test 
platform and we sent three. It is cer- 
tain our cells are the orly ones on the 
platform now. They were put there tn 
July, 1914, and they still are on the job. 

“They have been discharged and 
charged 600 times, which represents 10 
years of active service, as a submarine 
in peace times averages only one charge 
and discharge a week. 

“The Navy Department gave us an 
order to install a new Edison battery 
and the E-2 now is fifteen-sixteenths 
equipped. The battery we have installed 
igs only 8) per cent as big as it could 
have been and weighs but 114,000 pounds 
compared with the 122,00 sips of the 
equipment it replaces.”’

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DUTCH DRILLING 
NEAR RUINS OF 
OLD ROMAN CAMP 


Excavations Unearth Ancient 
Barracks Built During First 
Century of Christian Era. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
VQORBURG, The Netherlands, Sept. 


1.—Hundreds of young Dutchmen fust 
called up for service in the new land- 
sturm levee which is to add 200,000 or 
more men to the total of Holland’s 


trained army, are receiving their pre- 
liminary military education close to 
the ruins of the-Roman camp of Arents- 
burg. Here in the first century of the 
Christian era during the reign of Em- 
peror Hadrian, barracks were built for 
a cohort of 500 men of one of the con- 
quering Roman legions. Dr. J. H. Hol- 
werda Jr. of Leyden University, for the 
past six years has been excavating the 
site and has traced the positions and di- 
mensions of the barrack rooms, the 
walls and moats surrounding the camp, 
the wells and draining ditches, as well 
as the location of the camp cormmand- 
ant’s quarters and the praectorium. . 
Coins of Hadrian and other Roman 
rulers have been found and evidence ob- 
tained that the encampment was in con- 
Se 


) stant occupation up to the year 230. 


Some of the urns and utensils dis- 
‘eovered indicate that the detachment 
stationed here was partly composed of 
axuiliary BataVian troops, the direct for- 
bears of the soldiers now drilling round 
about. The Batavians furnished sev- 
eral thousands of cavalry for the Ro- 
mans, with whom they were generally 
on the footing of allies, and they were 
renowned for their horsemanship to such 
an extent that they were given the 
honor of providing the Roman Emperor 
with his pérsonal bodyguard, while 
traces of their military achievements are 
to be found all over Germany. 

It is interesting, in view of the war 
proceeding in Europe and of the fact 
that Germany is said to plan to invade 
the British Isles, to learn from Dr. Hol- 
werda of the existence of a kind of 
harbor connecting the camp with the 
canal (a short distance away) fofming 
the communicating link between the 
Maas and the Rhine. The canal was ex- 
cavated by Corbulo in the year 50-- 
sometime before the camp was formed. 
It is thought the Romans used this 
small harbor as a place of concentra- 
tion for their navy, in preparation for 
a dash across from the estuary of the 
Rhine to the English coast. 


Among the stone roundations of the 
harbor walls built on pointed timber 
piles were found rentnants of Batavian 
pottery inscribed with complimentary 
references in Latin to the mariners of 
that race who were to take part in the 
expedition. 

Deeper excavations have 
light the relics of a still earlier en- 
campment with remnants of Roman 
and Batavian earthenware, showing its 
erection as a military settlement during 
the reign of Claudius, consort of Agrip-

A succession of bad crops, 
unsuccessful management by hired em- 
ployes and a steady increase of obliga- 
tions has made it impossible for ber tv 
pay off the loan. 

She said plaintively this mofning that 
she did not know where to turn. For 
months she has been tortured by the 
thought of spending her declining days 
in the poor house. Friends have assured 
her, however, that this will not pe the 
case; that something will be done to 
spare her that. 

The loan was made by an Bdwards- 
ville bank and a life insurance company 
with C. H. Burton, an Edwardsville at- 
torney, as trustee. The trustee hus no- 
tified ‘her that she has four days .n 
which to vacate the homestead. The 
household farniture, including many 
antiques and heirlooms, is not mort- 
gaged, and Miss Charless expects to take 
it with her wherever she goes. 

The farm is in a good corn and w 
belt and is usually productive, but the 
last four seasons have been adverse. 
The loan was made to protect creditors. 
Friends have repeatedly advised Miss 
Charless to sell part of the property and 
pay off the note, but she has refused 
to do so, saying that she wished to keep 
the ostate intact as it came to her from 
her father. The livestock, horses, hogs 
and cattle, already have been seized 
by creditors.
